Rescue Work Is Halted

BALTIMORE, Oct. 
3— Benjamin 
Mosby, fireman, died early today of 
injuries sustained yesterday in the 
cave-in of a section of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio tunnel at Church Hill, which 
trapped upwards of 40 workmen en­ 
gaged in reinforcing its walls. 
This is the first known death in the 
great slide of earth, but Tom Mason 
engineer, is believed to have 
been 
killed when he was caught in the cab 
of his engine and several negroes 
still are unaccounted for. 
Most of those trapped were able to 
dig themselves out and crawl to safe­ 
ty. Rescue work, halted for a time 
last night because of dangerous gass-' 
es in the tunnel, was resumed this 
morning. Rescue parties worked from 
both ends of the tunnel, almost a 
mile long, while a 
steam 
shovel 
ploughed its way into the side of the 
great hill, in an effort to reach the 
locomotive in which Mason is thought 
to have been imprisoned. 
Meanwhile officials of the railroad 
police and newspaper men were try­ 
ing to make up a complete list of 
those in the tunnel when the section, 
76 feet in length, collapsed and a list 
of those who got out.

The council of the City of Albany 
Friday evening utilized its privilege 
of providing additional revenue for 
the municipality by adopting an or­ 
dinance providing for an increase in 
the tax rate of approximately three 
mills. The council has the privilege 
of increasing the rate up to five mills, 
but members expressed the belief that 
it would not be necessary to levy the 
entire addition, and that the $18,000 
additional revenue derived from the 
new rete would be sufficient for the 
city’s needs. 
The funds to come from the new 
rate will be divided between the gen­ 
eral fund and the schools. 
Another feature of the Friday even­ 
ing meeting was a petition presented 
by B. L. Malone, on behalf of property 
owners of Sceond avenue, asking for 
Improvement of 
that thoroughfare. 
One plan suggested for defraying the 
expenses of the work was that the 
property owners pay two-thirds of the 
cost, and the city one third. 
Second avenue was

with 
brick many years ago, since which 
time the bricks have gotten out of 
place and the avenue has become 
bumpy, and property owners and the 
public generally has expressed a de­ 
sire that some step be taken to rem­ 
edy the condition.
